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Hyde-Thomson ("659) does not disc.ose nor suggest a method for forwarding 
a voice message as an email message via the Internet. 

Accordingly, The Examiner's citation fal.s short on the Caimed invention and 
as such, mdependent claims 1 and 4 are not anticipated under 35USC 102(b) in 
view of the cited art. ' ; 

Similarly, claims 2-3 and 5-9. which are dependent directly or indirectly from 
claim 1 or claim 4 are not anticipated for the same reason.
